Bristol Lodge, No. 25, F. and A. M., is 


one of the oldest Masonic Lodges in the 
State. On March 16th, 1780, a warrant was 
issued by the Provincial Grand Lodge of 
Pennsylvania, appointing and 
recognizing 


John Clark, W. M.; Samuel Benezet, S. W.; 
and Dr. Wm. Mollvaine, J. W., to hold a 
Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons in Bris- 
tol, within five miles of the town. 


John, Clark, the first Master of the Lodge, 


was an officer in the British army, residing 
in this country upon leave of absence, his 
regiment being stationed in the West Indies. 
He was a man of local prominence and 
wealth, and lived upon Belle Meade farm, 
near Bristol. 
Samuel Benezet, the first 


Senior Warden, and Dr. William Mcllvaine, 
the first Junior Warden, were both honored 
and respected residents of the county, living 
in the township of Bensalem. 


On March 29th, 1780, the first Lodge of 


Free and Accepted Masons in Bristol was 
opened, in what building is not known, as 


the ancient seal and jewels, which were sup- 
posed to have been lost. In 1863 the meet- 
ing place WM found to be too small and the 
present hall was erected. The dedication 
exercises were held on Monday, May 1st, 
1854, the Grand Lodge officers of Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey being present. The 
Lodge prospered greatly from that time on, 
and on Monday, March 29th, 1880, its cen- 
tennial anniversary was celebrated with 
much eelat. Visitors were present from va- 
rious Lodges and made the event a memorable 
one in local Masonic circles. 
The main part 


of the exercises were held in the Baptist 
Church, to which place the members of the 
fraternity made their way. 
The exercises 


on that occasion were as follows: 


Invocation, Hey. Joseph S. Cook; Singing, 


Whiltier's Centennial Hymn, by the Choral 
Society; Address, on the Objects and Bene- 
fits of tbe Masonic Order, by the R. W G. 
M., Michael Nesblt; Music, by the Orches- 
tra; after which B F. Gil keson delivered an 
historical address, from which the facts con- 
tained in Ibis article were obtained.

After 
more music by the Orchestra and Choral 
Society the benediction was pronounced by 
Rev. W; H. Conrad, and the members of the 
Order proceeded to tbe Lodge room, where a 
banquet had been prepared.

Lodge were unusually strict and severe 
Daniel Kennedy was the first regular Secre- 
tary, and Jacob Shallus the first Treasurer. 
The first year the membership amounted to 
22, among the number being General James 
Wilkinson, who is well known on account ol 
his services against the Indians in 1791. 
The roll of members during the Revolution- 
ary war embraced many members of the pa- 
triot army, such as General Augustine Wil- 
lett, General James Wilkinson, Captain John 
Willett, Major John Dowdney, Captain John 
Green and Colonel Joseph Clunn. 


The meetings for the first several months 


were evidently held at the residence of Hen- 
ry Shillenberg, the first Tyler of the Lodge, 
as the minutes show that it was agreed to 
pay him six pounds per annum for rent, 
fuel, light, etc. 
The place of meeting was 


afterward changed, a larger and more desir- 
able place being secured. .In June, 1784, 
the advisability of building a new Lodge- 
room was considered, and William Rodman, 
the Treasurer, was instructed to purchase, 
with what cash he had in hand, a number of 
tickets in the Pennsylvania State Lottery. 
The tickets were procured, but proved to be 
all blanks. The fee for initiation had raised 
from the original one of twenty shillings to 
six pounds, by order of the Grand Lodge. 


On January 4th, 1785, John Fitch, the 


famous inventor of the art of propellin 
boats by steam, was initiated 


At a meeting held June 24th, 1780, a cir 


cular letter was received from the Gran 
Secretary requesting the Lodge "to appoin 
some suitable member to represent sai 
Lodge at the Quarterly Communication, to be 
lield in Philadelphia, in September next, tha 
the Grand Lodge may take the sense of al 
the Lodges under their jurisdiction, upon 
motion made and seconded, for declaring 
said Lodge independent of the Grand Lodg 
of Great Britain." John Clark, the firs 
IVorthy Master of the Lodge, was chosen t 
represent Bristol Lodge at the Communica 
tion. The Provincial Grand Lodge accord 
ingly met in Philadelphia, September 26th 
1786, and the Independent Grand Lodge o 
Pennsylvania was constituted, to which body 
the colonial warrant of Bristol Lodge was 
surrendered and the present warrant, under 
the date of July 9th, 1787, granted. 
On 


September 18th, 1790, a lot was purchaset 
whereon to erect a new hall, but was never 
used for that purpose, being afterward sold 


From 1790 until 1801, few members were 


admitted, and nothing of much interest took 
place in the Lodge. Accordingly, upon De- 
cember 3d, 1801, the Lodge suspended its 
labors until January 6th, 1812, when itagain 
resumed its meetings. Early in the year 
1816 steps were taken to purchase the pres- 
ent site and erect a hall thereon, which was 
done, the new buHding being dedicated on

November 18th of the same year. The 
structure was of stone, being 2J stories high 
and 36 by 20 feet on the ground plan. 


On June 24th, 1814, John Fox, President 


Judge of this Judicial District, was initiated 
into the mysteries of the order, and on June 
22d, 1814, 
Don Louis De Onis, Minister 


Plenipotentiary from Spain to the United 
States, was initiated by dispensation. 


After 1822 the Lodge began to languish 


and but little interest was taken in the work 
by the members. 
Upon the 27th of Decem- 


ber, 1826, the Lodge met for the last time, 
as it was then supposed. There were pres- 
ent at that meeting Dr. John Phillips, W. M.j 
I. P. Morris, 8, W.j James E. Scott, S. W.; 
David Dorrance, Treasurer; Wm. F. Swift, 
Secretary, and Isaac Pitcher. For a period 
of twenty-three years the Lodge remained 
closed. 


In 1847, through the efforts of Daniel M. 


Seim, steps were taken to resuscitate the 
Lodge. Application was at once made to 
the Grand Lodge for permission to recon- 
struct Bristol Lodge by Charles S. Eichie, 
Tohn S. Beneiet, James R. Scott, John D. 
Bispliam, John Birkey, and Daniel M. Keiin. 
On February 10th, 1848, the Grand Lodge of 
Pennsylvania visited Bristol Lodge and re- 
constructed and reorganized it. Charles S. 
lichie was installed" as W. M.; John Phil- 
ips S. W.j James E. Scott, J. W.; David M. 
Keim, Secretary. 


A special meeting was at onee held, and 


ViUiam Kinsey, Allen Downing and Andrew 
W. Gilkeson received the Entered Appren- 
ice degree. A Fellow Craft's Lodge was 
hen opened and the degree conferred on 
he above-named gentlemen.

was raised to that degree. Mr. Kinsey is 
he oldest Past Master and living member of 
Jristol Lodge.

AN EXCITING ESCAPE. 


Everybody bu "experience*" more or 


ton Interesting. I had one in Cincinnati 
in the winter of 1878, which was somewhat 
ont of the u»ual order, and which will bear 
telling. Ihndgooe there from Michigan 
with commendatory letters, which intro- 
duced me to prominent steamboat owners, 
who were operating floating property ou 
the Ohio, MisKldnlppl and Tennessee rivers. 
With one of theno men I entered into a 
contract, by which I wn» to h;tve a finan- 
cial interest in a steamboat then building, 
•ml take the responsible position aboard of 
her ris chief clerk. 


These Routhcrn steamboats—l>e it said to 


those who are familiar with stoamboating 
on the great lakes—carry three and some- 
times four clerks, and the position of chief 
clerk Is that of cashier. In this position 
he has to handia largo sums of money, ax 
the hoat* ID some trades advance consid- 
erable amounts of cash in the shnpe of 
"charges" ou consignments of southern 
produce—cotton, peanuts, tobacco, etc. I 
mention these things to show that the po- 
•Ition I wan to ussurno wag one in which a 
dishonest man could misappropriate or 
embezzle largo sums of money, and that I, 
beiiiK a stranger, was being taken largely 
upon trust. 


I boarded at one of the downtown hotels 


then, and while waiting for tho boat to bo 
finished and go into commission had very 
littli! to do, especially In the evening. One 
•veiling I was sauntering along 
Fifth 


•trri-t in company with tho landlord of the 
hotel and two Front street commission 
merchants. When near the corner of Race 
Btreet some one proposed going up n flight 
of Ualn and trying our luck at "keno,1 
explaining that a nice quiet ten cent game 
was k'oing on there. "Keno" was certainly 
harmless, so up wo went. Part way up 
the stairs wo found a closed door obstruct- 
ing our passage; but a word from our con 
dtictor, whispered through the wicket 
which opened at his rup, secured our en- 
trance. 


We entered a largo room filled with to- 


bies, at which tat perhaps ISO people, all 
in ten ton thecardsin front of them, placing 
the bit* of glass thereon as thecallcr twirled 
the goose and announced the numbers 
drawn. I did not know then, but learned 
afterward, that this was one of the largest 
Bamliling houses in Cincinnati, and that 
on t he floor above roared and clawed the 
nncliiiincd tiger, and other animals equally 
Torticlous. familiar to those who woo Datne 
Fort une for high favors. But the placing 
of bits of gloss on green and white squares 
of pasteboard for an investment of ten 
cento, with a chance to win (IS or 100, 
seemed perfectly innocent and harmless. 
So, thongh it was my first experience, I had 
no hesitation in sitting down with my corn- 
pan inns at an unoccupied table and taking 
• hand in the game. 


Wo had only played two or three cards— 


during which time, by the wny, none of 
our party "kenoed"—when there was a 
great racket on the stairway, and a picket 
came rushing into the room with the warn- 
ing cry of 


"Police! We're going to be pulled!" 
Well, if there ever was a scattering, a 


grand transformation scene, it was then 
and there. It was sauvo qui pent! Every- 
body went hrlter skelter, leaving cards, 
money and everything else on the tables, 
and, in fact, climbing over tables, over- 
turning them and making a headlong 
push for the upper stainvas". 


The man who had been twirling the 


"goo.Mi" dismounted it, and hustled it into 
a lar^e trunk handy by. The man who 
was manipulating the tally board did like- 
wise. Then these two worthies joined the 
procession upperstairward. Meantime the 
battering at the stout door in the lower 
stairway continued. I bad joined the 
throng going upward, thinking, of course, 
that as the proprietors of the gambling 
houte were sensible people, and as these 
raid* must be common things, the proprie- 
tors aforesaid had ?r.'tablo exits provided 
for their patrons, and that we were even 
now on our way toward one of them. 


Finally, after going up two flights of 


>t*ira io the darkness—for the lights had 
been extinguished very soon after the alarm 
—the crowd came to a standstill. Those 
behind urged those in advance to go on. 
lint they replied that they couldn't; they 
had come to the end. I squeezed along 
Into the crowd until I was among those in 
advance. Some one struck a match to see 
where we were. It was a cul de sac, a blind 
passage. It was indeed the end. We had 
gone up to the roof story. There might 
have been a back entrance from the lower 
or second stories of which we could have 
•vailed ourselves had we known enough 
about the locality. But those stories were 


• now in the possession of the police ami 


they would soon be here, when we wonltf 
be captured like rate in a trap. 


Then, for the first time, dawned upon me 


the extremely awkward not to say desper- 
ate position In which I was placed. I 
knew that this was absolutely my first 
visit to a gambling house; that I hod been 
engaged in A (comparatively) harmless 
little game of keno at ten cents a card, at 
which I couldn't lose more than 11.50 if I 
played all the evening, which I did not in- 
tend to do. Then I thought of being taken 
to the police station; of perhaps having to 
stay there all night. Of having my new 
friends and business associates—for whom 
I was toon to occupy a position of so much 
financial trust and confidence—of having 
them read my name In the morning En- 
quirer in the list of those arrested in a no- 
torious gambling house raided by the po 
lice last night. 


I thought of their surprise, and imag- 


ined their remarks to the effect that, they 
couldn't put a young man wuo was evi- 
dently a confirmed gambler in charge of 
•nch important interests as they proposed. 
It was a good thing they had found me out 
before the thing hod gone too far, and 1 
baa fleeced them out of thousands of dol- 
lars. 


Horrible! I must get out some way. 


Then was a window near where I stood. I 
opened the lower sash and found that it 
looked out on a sqnare courtyard, liy the 
Ufht from window* in toe lower stories I 
wold see on the floor or ground of the 
eonrt broken crockery and other things ex- 
tremely rninvlting to fall npon. No, it 
WM eit_of the question to try a drop of 
four stories, even if it had been on a soft 
bottom. It was sure death to try it. Bu» 
to be captured! Diiftrace and mini Ter- 
rible alternative! Was there no other 
chance of escape? 


Look ing upward I saw that the part of 


the building in which we were was a sort 
ot connecting link—though it had no open- 
ing—between the building facing Fifth 
street nud that facing the alley between 
Fourth and Fifth. It was not quite so 
high as either, and the window reached 
Dearly up to the roof. Here at last was a 
chance. To climb out of the window on to 
the roof. No sure thing, to be snre. There 
wag nothing to get hold of on the roof to 
pall myself up with. It was not a steep 
roof, but It was not a flat one; and the 
•lope was toward me. There was actually 
no way to hang on except by the friction 
-of hands, arms and body on the sloping 
(roof. It was taking long chances on slip^ 
ping, dropping down into the court below 
•nd being picked up a shapeless and man- 
gled corpse. Ont then If I wanted to get 
mi I most take some chances. If I wait- 
ed much longer the police would be there. 


So I pijaed down the top put of tbe win- 


dow ainl worked myself out until I sal on 
the saih with my legs dangling inside. 
Sitting this way I could just get hold of the 
edge of the roof with my hands. It fel t like 
a dreadfully insecure hold. With tho aid of 
those inside pushing up on my feet (they 
had ciidcavored to dissuade me from the 
rash attempt), I managed to wriggle my 
hands and arms along on the roof until I 
was Blinding on tho sash with not quite 
half ol my body on the roof. Oh! how I 
did squeeze myself to that roof. I sung out 
to them down below to push up on the nosh 
a little. 


They were all interested now, nnd had 


evidently almost forgotten about the 
police. 


To seo a man killed is not such an every- 


day occarrence. They pushed up the sash 


little, and that Khoveil me a little further 


up on the roof. A little more and I could 
get one of my knees on it. But that little 
morel The sash was getting so high up 
that it was too far directly under the eaves 
to do me any good. So I took my feet off 
and kiiked out in midair like one swim- 
ming, That kick sent me a little farther 
along on the roof, and I was able to hold 
my own by the adhesion of my body and 
clothlnj;to tho roof. Another kick at th» 
risk of slipping off, and a little more body 
on roof 
Finally a knee; then both knees, 


nnd safety. 
My late fellow sufferers— 


whom I could no longer sec—gave me a 
cheer v. heu I told them I was nil right. 


I wai in a position then where I could 


help an y ono else to get out with compara 
lively little danger by giving them a hand 
and pulling them up. 1 told them so, and 
n the exuberance of my spirits invited 
them collectively to freedom. 
But only 


one, a young man about eighteen and a light,

A "stew" is defined by Slccat as some- 


thing cooked on a "stove." 


A "chop," aecord'ng to Skeut. is nothing 


but a "chiip," or a "chip." 


A "luncheon" is discovered to mean a 


"lump," a piece broken off, according to 
Skeat's authority. 


A "pudding"—from "pad," a bag—was 


originally an intestine filled with meat; in 
other words, a sausage. 


The word "kitchen" bears little super- 


ficial resemblance to the word "cook," yet 
tbe two are from tho same root, the Latin 
coquere, to cook. 


The word "loaf," from the Anglo-Saxon 


hlaf, is own cousin, as we may say, to two 
such unexpected words as "lady" and 
"lord;" a lady is a loaf kneader aud a lord 
is a loaf keeper. 


From the Latin coquere, to cook, are 


"cake" and "biscuit" (the latter a thing 
twice cooked), "concoct," to cook together, i 
and "precocious," which means, literally, 
cooked or ripened before the time. 


To "sup," or to take "supper," is now to 


eat the last meal of the day; but the orig- 
inal meaning of the term was to drink, a 
meaning still retained by the closely al- 
lied "sip." From the same root we get 
the words "sop" and "soup." 


In Skeat's "Etymological Dictionary" 


you may be surprised to read, "Sage, a 
plant; see salvation." This odorous herb 
was supposed to have healing- virtue, and, 
therefore, was named "sa^e," a term de- 
rived froiu the Latiu salvus, safe. 


The connection of the word "salary" 


with "salt" is a matter of general knowl- 
edge, but it is probably not so commonly 
known that "salad," "sauce," "souse," and 
"sausage" have the same saline origin, the 
idea of salting or seasoning having been 
foremost in them all. 


In these days a custard is a mixture of 


milk and e<™s, sweetened and then bukod 
or boiled. It may be cooked with or with- 
out pastry, but is sharply distinguished 
from it. Yet the word "custard" is from 
the same root as "crust," and origiually 
meant a crust or a pasty. 


If we go to Skeat's dictionary for the 


word ".steak," we rend, "Steak; see stick." 
A steak was a slice of meat stuck on a 
wooden peg and roasted before the fire. 
We have changed the custom but retained 
the word. It is worth noting, also, that 
"etiquette," "stake," "stocking," "stoker," 
and "ticket" have come from the same 
root.—Youth's Companion.
